where it is believed last year’s out­ 
put of 25,000 may be 
multiplied 
several times for 194 1. 
Common to all the 194 1 Oldsmo- 
biles is a front end 
design 
that 
bears a general resemblance to that 
of 194 0, but which is rendered de­ 
cidedly more effective 
by 
much 
heavier chrome bars and 
grille 
work. 
The entire design of 
the 
three lines is accented by the more 
liberal use of chrome. 
Chrome j 
speed lines carry back along 
the j 
fenders and 
follow 
the 
body 
moulding at the line of the door 
handles. Chrome sparkles around 
the window reveals, and chrome 
serves to outline another feature— 
the concealed running boards. 
Here Oldsmobile has solved an 
old problem in a highly satisfactory 1 
way. Many people like the utility 
of running boards but not 
their 
looks. In the Special and Dynamic 
Oldsmobile, the 
bottom 
of 
the 
doors curve out and dowm in a 
graceful sweep that hides a run­ 
ning board which is less in width 
than the old type used to be, yet 
ample to make it easy to enter the 
car. And because they are covered 
i except when doors are 
opened, 
! these running boards will never 
clog with snow or become slippery 
with ice. 
Contributing in a very consider­ 
able degree to the appearance 
of 
the new Oldsmobile is 
the 
new 
fender design, called the “ wing- 
type” , which is found on all mod­ 
els. The fenders have lost all sem­ 
blance 
of 
separate 
units—they 
blend into the body itself like the 
folded wrings of a bird. 
Of vast importance, too, 
from 
the appearance standpoint, is the 
fact that Oldsmobile designers, this 
year, treated the bumpers wuth the 
care they 
deserve. 
They 
have 


i made them an integral part of the 
car design, streamlined them into 
the curves of body and 
fenders, 
made them massive beyond any 
previous conception, and scientifi­ 
cally designed them to give the 
car an absolute maximum of pro­ 
tection against traffic mishaps. As 
a result, the new bumpers lend an 
; air of sturdiness and security to the 
new Oldsmobiles that is equally 
pleasing and reassuring. 
Not only is there an instant im­ 
pression of roominess and “big car 
feel” about all the new Oldsmo­ 
biles, but it is amply borne out by 
; dimensions, for the new cars are 
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decisively 
bigger. 
The 
special 
Series, for example, has been in­ 
creased in over-all length by full 
six inches over the 
“6 0” 
series 
w?hich preceded it. 
Not only has 
the Dynamic Cruiser Series been 
brought up to equal the 125 inch 
wheelbase length of the Custom 
Cruisers, but interior 
dimensions 
have been increased astonishingly 
over the “ 7 0” series of last year. 
The club sedan is actually eleven 
inches longer in interior dimen­ 
sions than the 194 0 
club 
coupe 
which it replaces and the front 
seat is also eleven inches wider. 
On both Dynamic models, the wid­ 
ened rear tread of 6 1V2 inches has 
made possible rear seats 4V4 inches 
wider, a comfort factor of no small 
importance. 
Many details of the body

struction are new and interesting. 
Doors are wider on the Special and 
Dynamic Series, and all rear doors 
are now hinged at the front.

Any balance in the State Road Bondi 
Interest and Sinking Fund, from and 
a fte r January 1. 1941, beyond the re­ 
quirements for the succeeding calendar 
year for in terest and sinking fund for 
th e retirem ent of said bonds shall be 
transferred and credited as follows:

An am ount equivalent to one- 
third of the gross collections received 
from the tax herein provided on m otor 
vehicle fuels, less one-third of the 
refunds m ade and allowed by law, 
shall be transferred and credited as 
follows:

T he funds credited to each county, 1 
as outlined above, shall he expended in | 
such county under the jurisdiction of 
th e S tate H ighw ay D epartm ent, ex­ 
clusively, until any such county shall, 
by an election, as herein provided, a s ­ 
sum e jurisdiction and control of said 
money. 
At the beginning of each year th e 
S tate H ighw ay D epartm ent and the 
county courts of the various counties 
shal!. by agreem ent, determ ine the lo­ 
cation of any farm roads in each coun­ 
ty w hich are to be constructed or im ­ 
proved during the year, and shall also 
determ ine the type of construction to 
be employed and the approxim ate cost 
as far as possible. 
The Commission 
shall thereupon advertise for bids and 
aw ard contracts in the m anner pro­ 
vided by law. The county court shall 
be perm itted to bid w ithout bond, and 
th e contract shall he aw arded to the 
lowest and best bidder. 
If. during any Fear, the Commission 
shal! fail to spend the available coun­ 
ty funds in any county by agreem ent, 
as above set out, then the county court 
of such county shall receive such su r­ 
plus afte r the expiration of eighteen 
m onths from the allotm ent or said 
funds and m ay expend them in the 
sam e m anner as the road and bridge 
fund m ay be expended in said county.

County, has received an unusual 
yield of corn on the farm. 
Only an inch of rain fell in the 
vicinity between June 
20 
and 
August 10, the normal corn grow­ 
ing period. But Mr. Schindler has 
a fine crop on 470 acres 
of 
his 
land, 440 acres in hybrid corn and 
30 in Reed’s Yellow Dent, Mid­ 
land Yellow Dent and St. Charles 
Dent. The varieties were selected 
for purpose of comparison 
with 
the hybrid1 corn. Schindler made 
a test on 19% acres of hybrid this 
week and reported the field was 
yielding 1.08 bushels per 35.5 hills, 
or about 108 bushels per acre. The 
rows are planted in hills three and 
one-half fee« apart in all direc­ 
tions. 
All corn on the Schindler farm 
is fertilized annually at the rate 
of approximately 125 pounds per 
acre. Each hill contains three and 
four stalks, and 
produces 
from 
three to five ears.

PLENTY OF TURKEY 
AVAILABLE, AND IT 
MIGHT BE CHEAPER 


Washington, 
Oct. 24 .— There 
will be a bountiful supply of tur­ 
key meat for Thanksgiving din­ 
ners this year. The largest crop 
in the nation's history 
is 
being 
iatened and prepared for market. 
Farm officials estim ate that at 
least 15,000,000 birds of this year’s 
33. 138.000 crop w ill be sold within 
ihe next five or six weeks. These 
■ irds, added to supplies already in 
c Id storage, would provide suffi­ 
cient meat, officials said, to give 
t ach American man, woman and 
child about two pounds for holi­ 
day consumption.

shall be lawful to kill gar at any time. 
It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation to catch, kill, take 
ship, convey or transport, or cause to 
be so done, any specie of game fish 
taken from the waters of this state 
for commercial purposes. 
The term 
"game fish” as used in this section 
shall be construed as the same are de­ 
fined by section 72.

this state, whether taken within or 
without this state, or In any other 
manner to old or abet in a conspiracy 
to violate the game and fish laws of 
this state.
